Tiie following observations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the question whether the claims are fiilly 
supported by the description, are made: 

In the description page 16 line 6 - page 18 line 23, it is only described that the 
actual processing is executed solely by the hardware-implemented code processing units 
or the software-implemented code processing units, and description of the description 
page 9 line 9 - page 10 line 1 is not clear enough to define technical feature. 

Therefore, claim 5,6,11,12 and 17 are not supported by the description as required 
by Article 6 PCT.
